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Lee speaks on State of the College 


Jerry C. Lee, president of Gallaudet, 
gave a series of five “State of the Col- 
lege” addresses to Gallaudet faculty 
and management groups during the 
week of Sept. 10. 

The purpose of his addresses, as Lee 
defined it, was to bring people up to 
date on the status of Gallaudet, to pre- 
sent his personal objectives for the year 
and to communicate opportunities from 
which the various groups could benefit. 

On the Green covered the first 
presentation, which was addressed to 
the collegiate faculty on Sept. 10. 

Monetary issues were at the core 
of each of the sections of the presenta- 
tion. The fiscal year 1984 College 
budget process has come to a conclu- 
sion with the signing of federal legisla- 
tion by President Reagan. Gallaudet’s 
original authorization of 56 million 
dollars has been appropriated in two 
parts by the Congress for FY 84. Lee 
expects to make pay increases effective 
October 1 upon receipt of the sup- 
plemental $2 million. 

The legislation involving the FY 85 
federal appropriation to Gallaudet is 
now in conference. The Senate has 
recommended $56,700,000 and the 
House $58,700,000. No final action is 
expected on the legislation until after 
October 1. Lee announced that he had 
also been requested to submit a FY 
1986 budget request. As part of his re- 
quest, Lee has sought functional and 
merit salary increases for faculty of 
eight percent and staff of six percent. 

The College is currently involved in 
its first Congressional audit in over ten 
years. The audit is being conducted by 
the General Accounting Office and is 
expected to be completed this fall. 

Lee also mentioned that “the legisla- 
tion that established Gallaudet, MSSD 
and KDES comes up for review and 
reauthorization during 1985.” At this 
time Congress will review the purpose 
of the programs, refer to the findings of 
the GAO audit and determine the 
legitimate federal responsibility for sup- 
port of the programs. 


In further describing the status of the 
College, Lee stated that at the request 
of the Board of Trustees the College 
will be reviewing the tenure-granting 
process employed by the College, 
MSSD and KDES. “The Board and I 
are committed to the concept of 
tenure” stated Lee. Alternatives to 
tenure such as contracts and non- 
tenure track positions will be con- 
sidered. In addition, Lee stated that 
“there are 42 administrators who have 
tenure and that is too many.” Provost 
John Schuchman will prepare a paper 
on tenure for presentation to the Board 
in January. 

One of the slides used to illustrate 
Lee’s presentation showed that the 
College enrollment now stands at 
1,985, MSSD enrollment is 350 and 
Kendall 200. The College and KDES 
have the enrollment desired, but MSSD 
fell short because of the earlier threat 
of loss of funding. 

Lee said that one federal proposal 
has been to adopt “formula funding” 
which would equate federal appropria- 
tions with students and the population 
served; i.e., “more students would 
equal more money and less students, 
less money.” This follows an Office of 
Management and Budget position that 
over $6 million of the appropriation is 
rubella-related funding, designed to 
serve the temporary swell in the col- 
lege-age deaf population. 

The College has an endowment (as 
of June 1984) of $2,609,300, which 
is “low for a College the size of Gal- 
laudet,” stated Lee. His goal is $26 
million. 

The general fund, which acts as a 
reserve for the College, has $3.25 
million in unobligated funds. Lee hopes 
to increase the fund to $5 million dur- 
ing his term as president. 

This general fiscal description of the 
College served as a backdrop for Lee’s 
presentation of ten objectives for his 
presidency. 

First and foremost is the objective of 
ensuring the quality of the academic 


Gallaudet letters given to College 


Nine original letters written by Ed- 
ward Miner Gallaudet have been given 
to the College by the daughter of a 
former superintendent of the New York 
School for the Deaf. 

The letters—written in 1857 and 
1858—were presented to President 
Jerry C. Lee by Deane Works of Ports- 
mouth, NH. Works’ father, Victor O. 
Skyberg, graduated from Gallaudet in 
1912 and served as the superintendent 
of the Minnesota School for the Deaf 
from 1928 to 1932 and superintendent 
of the New York School for the Deaf 
from 1932 to 1943. 

The letters were sent to officials of 


the New York Institute for the Deaf 
and Dumb in the early years of 
Gallaudet’s tenure as superintendent of 
the Columbia Institution for the Instruc- 
tion of the Deaf and Dumb and the 
Blind, later named Gallaudet College. 

Eight of the nine-hand-written letters 
were addressed to Harvey P. Peet, 
president of the New York Institute. 
The remaining letter was written to I. 
Lewis Peet, the school’s vice principal. 

In all of the letters, Gallaudet was re- 
questing materials for the school. 

The letters have been added to the 
collection of Edward Miner Gallaudet 
papers at the College Archives.

programs. Dr. Catherine Ingold, chair 
of the collegiate faculty, has been 
asked to chair a faculty committee on 
program evaluation. Lee said that “we 
cannot set goals unless we know where 
we are now.” Ingold and her commit- 
tee will prepare a report for the May 
1985 Board of Trustees meeting. 

In Lee’s second objective he will be 
asking if the current College plan fits 
the future and is equivalent to that of a 
modern land grant university. The 
master planning process is scheduled to 
continue through the year and to be 
prepared for final review by the Board 
in November 1985 with implementation 
scheduled for January 1986. As part of 
his objectives, Lee will be working to 
enhance the College’s relationship with 
Congress and federal agencies, estab- 
lish an appropriate organizational struc- 
ture for the College and ensure the 
program’s viability through appropriate 
management. 

Two new programs are among his 
objectives. The Gallaudet Foundation 
has been established with Philip M. 
Sprinkle, member of the Board of 
Trustees, serving as chairman of the 
Foundation. The Foundation has been 
established as a non-profit tax exempt 
corporation which will be administered 
by the president of Gallaudet College. 
Henry Ashforth, also of the Board of 
Trustees, Lee and the new vice presi- 
dent of College Relations will serve on 
the Board of the Foundation. Other 
directors already recruited for the 
Board are Peter Herrick, president of 
the Bank of New York, and Burton 
Tansky, President of Saks Fifth Ave- 
nue. Four other people have been 
asked to serve but as yet have not 
been confirmed as members of the 
Board of the Foundation. 

As part of his rationale for the new 
organizational structure of the institu- 
tion, Lee stated that the traditional 
thrust of the College is instruction, 
research and service. With this in mind, 
Lee plans to add two more extension 
centers to the College by FY1986 and 
expand the College’s work in medical 


and engineering areas. 

The Gallaudet Institute will be launched 
this year. This is a one-year program 
designed to remedy the current lack of 
deaf persons in senior management 
positions in business, government and 
education. The institute will train deaf 
people for these upper management 
positions. During the first two or three 
years a deaf person will be selected to 
attend training programs at Harvard 
and Wharton School of Business and 
do an internship with a Chief Executive 
Officer of a corporation or president of 
a College. Following the experience of 
these deaf people, the College will then 
have data to establish a Gallaudet sum- 
mer institute for management develop- 
ment. 

The Ingersoll Group will be acting as 
consultant to the College in the devel- 
opment of an enrollment management 
system to aid student recruitment. 
Schuchman will be responsible for this 
system. 

Lee went on to mention that Gallau- 
det produces a wide array of products 


and services and that the improved

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Videotape formats

Welcome back to another academic 
year. One of the services the Library 
would like to introduce concerns 
videotape formats. As technology ad- 
vances, the old saying, “Out with the 
old, in with the new” becomes true for 
videotape equipment. 

The College is beginning the process 
of conversion to VHS-format videocas- 
settes. This format offers the advan- 
tages of lower cost for both equipment 
and tapes, greater ease to use, and 
wider availability of blank and pre- 
recorded tapes. Since the investment in 
the videotape collection is too great to 
allow overnight conversion, the current 
three-quarters-inch U-Matic standard 
will remain in use for a number of 
years. 

VHS machines are already available 
in the Library, including a new second 
Self-Study TV Room in that format. 


Machines for three-quarters-inch U- 
Matic tape will remain in parallel use 
but will slowly shrink in number as 
VHS usage spreads throughout the 
campus. 

In addition, the old one-half-inch 
reel-to-reel tape format is being retired. 
This format is thoroughly obsolete and 
it is becoming increasingly difficult to 
make repairs and find parts for the 
equipment. 

Accordingly, the Library will retire 
the last of the one-half-inch reel-to-reel 
videotape players at the end of the fall 
semester and support will no longer be 
given to this format. 

Anyone who has videotape programs 
in this format that they want to keep 
will have to arrange for conversion to 
VHS format before December. It is 
recommended that conversions not be 
delayed since some may require time- 
consuming acquisition of permissions 
from the holders of the original 
copyrights. 


Gallaudet Press publishes new book 


Gallaudet Press announces the publi- 
cation of Analyzing Syntax and Seman- 
tics by Virginia A. Heidinger. 

Heidinger is a long-time member of 
the Gallaudet faculty. She is recognized 
in the field of deaf education for her 
knowledge of language instruction. 
During her tenure as a professor in the 
graduate school, she has sought ap- 
propriate materials to use in her 
classes. Unable to find exactly what she 
needed, Heidinger developed, tested, 
and refined Analyzing Syntax and 
Semantics. The entire process took 4 
years. The text has proved to be ex- 
tremely effective both in the Gallaudet 
graduate school and in other teacher 
training programs. 

Language instruction in the educa- 
tion of hearing impaired and language- 
delayed children is of great importance. 
The professionals who work with these 
children must possess the knowledge 
and skills to analyze language function- 


ing and to choose appropriate language 
curricula. Analyzing Syntax and Se- 
mantics provides a step-by-step pro- 
gram that prepares professionals to do 
their jobs. It can also be used by 
teachers and clinicians who feel the 
need for a refresher course. 

The text has three components—a 
textbook containing 22 chapters on the 
syntactic and semantic concepts that 
can be expressed in English; a work- 
book containing exercises and practice 
tests corresponding to each chapter in 
the textbook, and an instructor’s 
manual containing explanatory material, 
a set of chapter tests, and an answer 
key. 

The Analyzing Syntax and Semantics 
textbook ($25.95) and workbook 
($19.95) are available in the Gallaudet 
bookstore. The instructor’s manual 
($14.95) can be obtained from Gal- 
laudet College Press.

marketing of the College, its programs 
and services is one of his objectives. 

The assessment of the future of the 
Northwest Campus is objective nine on 
Lee’s list. Last year he received a letter 
from the Office of Management and 
Budget suggesting that he sell the 
facility. The College has just completed 
renovation of the campus at a cost of 
$8 million. This year Lee seeks to 
evaluate whether the preparatory pro- 
gram enrollment will remain at a level 
that will adequately use the facility. 

Lee stated that there are internal and 
external perceptions of Gallaudet that 
are harmful to the viability of the pro- 
gram and the management of the insti- 
tution. Analysis of the layers of ad- 
ministration and the ways in which pro- 
grams work together will be part of the 
objectives. 

In conclusion Lee invited the faculty 
to work with him in three areas: to 
help advise the president and Central 
Administration on faculty compensation 
programs, to establish a faculty ad- 
visory group which will promote faculty 
involvement in future decisions, and to

Computer Services 


There are several computer user areas 
on the campus. Most have both access 
to the large computer and one or more 
PCs. Current user rooms include HMB

Three additional locations are sched- 
uled to open early this semester.

EMG B06 (4 ter- 
minals, 1 PC, 1 PC XT, 1 Macintosh), 
and the Microcomputer Area in the 
Learning Center, LE 60 (10 PCS and 2 
XTS) will increase computer access on 
the main campus. Each area will be 
staffed by user aides. Northwest Cam- 
pus’ ALC and Kendall Green’s EMG 
B06 will be staffed about 40 hours per 
week, while the HMB 118 terminal

e Intro to DEC-Land 

This course will introduce the new 
computer user to the basic commands 
needed to interact with the DEC-10 
computer. The student will learn various 
ways to find help on the system and will 
learn the definition of several computer 
related terms. 


e SOS-Editing 

This course covers the use of the 
SOS editor to create and edit/modify 
data files and programs. SOS is the 
primary editor on the DEC-10 com- 
puter.
